AWFUL LOSS OF 
LIFE REPORTED 


Sad Francisco. March 5,—The steam- 
er Mariposa, which arrived here from 
the island of Tahiti, brought news of 
n. frightful hurricane which swept dver 
the inlands of the Southern Pacific bn 
February 7 and 8. There are rumors 
that a number of the Tuamotu Islands 
have complott^ly disappeared and that 
there w^as a loss of life of at least 
10.000. 


Only a few of the hundreds of islands 
have been directly heard from and de- 
tails are known only regarding the ef- 
fects of the storm'on the island of 
Tahiti and a few of iis^ neighbors. 


At Papeete, the capital of Tahiti, 
from which' port the Mariposa sailed, 
the property damage was estimated at 
000,000. and the effects of tho storm 
are known to have been more devas- 
tating upon other islands. 
One white 
man, guardian of tho quarantine sta- 
tion, was drov/ned at Papeete. 


The city of Papeete was inundated 
and about 75 buildings destroyed, in- 
cluding the American consjlate and the 
French government building. The ship- 
ping in the harbor of Papoete escaped 
injury owing to the direction of the 
wind, but fears are entertained for ves- 
sels which were cruising near the Tua- 
motu Islands. 


The schooner Papeete was submerged 
for an hour near Anaa, Tuamotu. 
Her 
captain, Philip Michaeli. estimated that 
tho waves were 65 feet high.

Impossible to see 20 feet away.

He was made chief of staff to Gen­ 
eral Lyon in recognition of this feat 
and served with him during his Mis­ 
souri campaign, including the battle of

life. ’ In September, 1862, he organized 
the arm y of the frontier and drove 
H indm an’s army out of Missouri and 
south 
of 
the 
Arkansas 
river. 
He 
was promoted to be m ajor general of 
volunteers, to date from November 29, 
1862, but for some reason of other his 
nomination was not acted upon, and 
President Lincoln reappointed him in 
May, 1863, assigning him to the depart­ 
m ent of the Missouri. 


In 1869 he was appointed major gen­ 
eral of the United States army and 
ordered to the departm ent of the Mis­ 
souri. 


From 1870 to 1876 he had charge of 
the departm ent of the Pacific and was 
superintendent of the military acad­ 
emy at West Point for the five years 
from 1876 to 1881. In 1882 and 1883 he 
was agaih in charge of the department 
of the Pacific, and from 1883 to 1886 
had command of the division of the 
Missouri. Then he was placed in com­ 
mand of the division of the Atlantic 
and was in charge of Governor’s Island 
in New York harbor when in 1888 the 
death of Sheridan occurred. Schofield 
being then the senior m ajor general of 
the army, was raised to the position 
of general in chief. 


General Schofield was president of 
the board that adopted the army tac­ 
tics in 1870, went on a special mission 
to the Hawaiian Islands in 1873 and 
was president of the board of inquiry 
in the Fitz-John Porter case In 1878. 
He was twice married, his first wife 
being 
Miss Bartlett, daughter of a 
W est Point instructor, and his second 
wife, to whom he was united In 1891, 
Miss Georgia Kilbourne, of Iowa.

AWFUL LOSS OF 
LIFE REPORTED 


Sad Francisco, March 5.—The steam ­ 
er Mariposa, which arrived here from 
the island of Tahiti, brought news of 
a frightful hurricane which swept dver 
the islands of the Southern Pacific bn 
February 7 and 8. There are rumors 
that a number of the Tuamotu Islands 
have completely disappeared and that 
there was a loss of life of at least 
30,000. 


Only a few of the hundreds of islands 
have been directly heard from and de­ 
tails are known only regarding the ef­ 
fects of the storm * oh the island of 
Tahiti and a few of US' neighbors. 


At Papeete, the capital of Tahiti, 
from which’ port the Mariposa sailed, 
the property damage was estimated at 
$1,000,000, and the effects of the storm 
are known to have been more devas­ 
tating upon other islands. 
One white 
man, guardian of the quarantine sta­ 
tion, was drowned at Papeete. 


The city of Papeete was inundated 
and about 75 buildings destroyed, in­ 
cluding the American consulate and the 
French government building. The ship­ 
ping in the harbor of Papeete escaped 
injury owing to the direction of the 
wind, but fears are entertained for ves­ 
sels which were cruising near the Tua­ 
motu Islands. 


The schooner Papeete was submerged 
for an hour near Anaa, Tuamotu. Her 
captain, Philip Michaeli, estimated that 
the waves were 65 feet high. 
It was 
impossible to see 20 feet away. 
At 3 
o’clock in the daytime the sailors had 
to be. lashed to the vessel. 
M. Mar- 
cadi, a French resident at Faharan, 
Tuamotu Islands, abandoned the place 
in a small cutter after all the govern­ 
m ent buildings and dwelling houses 
and the Catholic church had been swept 
away, 
itlany of the natires climbed 
cocoanut trees and others put out to sea 
in small boats. 


Bridges and roads were badly dam­ 
aged on the island of Sh-aiti. 
Bread- 
Truit," cOcoanut, banana and plantain 
irees were blown down in great num­ 
bers, which will result In hardships td 
the natives and materially affect com­ 
merce during the next two or three 
years. 
When the Mariposa sailed the' 
French gunboat Zelee was on her way 
to the Tuamotu Islands with supplies 
of food and fresh water. 
The British 
consul has appealed to lils government 
for aid for 500 British subjects. 
Some 
Americans have sustained heavy losses 
and probably there will be a few in­ 
stances of utter destitution. The Amer­ 
icans are hopeful of securing help from 
the United States. 
Money and food 
are required. 


At Papeete abouf 7 o'clock on the 
evening of February 7 tho sea began to 
break heavily over £he reef, the waves 
In the harbor washing over the quay. 
There was no perceptible wind. 
To­ 
ward 10 o’clock pdople dwelling in the 
vicinity of the water front were com­ 
pelled to abandon their homes, saving 
as a rule only a small portion of their 
belongings. The merchants and clerks 
went to tho stores and warehouses, only 
to discover that It was quite impossible 
to save goods on the lower floors. An 
hour later high seas broke, completely 
demolishing the government slip and 
buildings, beside causing great damage 
to the coal sheds.

Some on? has now discovered that a 
half-sized loaf can be baked in the old 
whole-sized baskets. The experiment 
has cast new and marvellous light on 
human nature. "Where the new loaf, 
ju«t enough for one day. has been *n 
troduced. there is never any crumb 
or crust found thrown away in the 
barrack yards or cbanibers-tbe soldier 
eats it ail up. But when he .has to 
think a day ahead, as is the case with 
the regulation loaf, he wastes on the 
fir*t day, without heed that it will 
make him go hungry on the morrow 


The French soldier's bread, in spite 


of his irreverent name for it. is not 
the ordinary brown or entire wheat 
bread: but it can.hlso never be called 
white bread. According to a medical 
reoort of this year, it is Almost the 
ideal loaf for health and action. The 
flour is bolted sufficiently fine .twenty 


cenU to exclude the cellulose husks 


worse confounded. Theu ke had the 
professors of the Faculty of Medicine 
make a two months* study ot the mat- 
ter iu both breweries and bakeries— 
a noteworthy example of experiment;*! 
work organized by the police when doc- 
tors are supposed to have taken all 
their science from Galeu. On the 17tb 
of March. 10t<8. by forty-seven votes 
against thirty-three, the Paris faculty 
declared that French bread should be 
made as it always had been, because 
"yeast from beer is injurious to the 
human body on account of its acrid 
quality born of the rottenness of barley 
and water:" Lieutenant of Police La 
Reynie promptly forbade the bakers 
of Peris to have anything more to do 
with yeast. 


The people of France have remained 


docile through all revolutions to this 
edict of their old-time kings; and so did 
tbe Paris bourgeois until the middle of 
the last century. Then there came in 
what French bakers call to this day 
"Viennese pauineation." which uses 
either artificial ferment or yeast from 
the grain distilleries; and this is now 
everywhere found in cities for all the 
finer bread of restaurants. Most Amer- 
ican tourists never eat any other it 
Paris, and so i/;ally never taste rea 
Ftcac-h bread-at all- If they would 
look over to the table of some middle- 
class native, they would often bear 
him ask for tbe "pain de menage" or 
home bread; and if they should be 
asked to eat at his bouse they would 
almost certainly find this homely looking 
loaf in use. It is made of white flour 
unlike tbe soldier's bran ball: but i 
is not a compound of fine bleached 
floai- puffed up with patent yeast. 
Like the brown bread which counts 
in the munitions of national defense, it 
has been made to ferment and rise, by 
sour dough as venerable as Francs? Tier- 
self. It is tbe true French 
ishiiig the soldier, unknown toL 
foreigner.—New York Post.

Immigrants Prom Northern Europe 
Are Becoming Fewer. 


During the fiscal year ended J u n e P a*0S

chan 1,166,353 aliens were admitted, 
of whom 1,100,735 were immigrants. 
The increase over 1905 was 106,598. 
During the year 1905 11,480 aliens 
were rejected, and in 1906. 12,432. 
Of the immigrants, 
764,463 
were 
males and 336,272 females. 


Most noticeable is the increase in 
the percentage of immigrants from 
the countries of southern Europe, and 
the decrease from those countries 
from which the United States in for­ 
mer years received most of her fu­ 
ture citizens. 
During 1906 those 
countries of northern Europe whose 
people and ideas are very similar to 
our own furnished but few immi­ 
grants. 
Of these, there were from 
Ireland,* 17,950; 
England, 15,218; 


Sweden, 3281; Germany, 3010; Den­ 
mark, "1229, and Scotland, 1111 less 
than in 1905. 
On the other hand, 
from Italy came 5165; Russian, 30,- 
768; Greece, S974, and Turkey 5165 
more than in the previous year. 


The 
immigration 
from 
Austria- 
Hungary amounted to 265,138; Italy, 
including Sicily and Sardinia, 273, 
120; Russia and Finland, 216,665; 
China, 
1544; 
Japan, 
13,S35; 
tho 
West Indies, 13,656. 


The large amount of emigration 
from southern Europe is due to the 
very general unrest existing among 
the laboring classes of those coun­ 
tries, and a very reprehensible activ­ 
ity on the part of agents of trans­ 
portation companies, who, In order to 
secure passengers for their respective 
lines, are often guilty of gross mis­ 
representations of conditions and ad­ 
vantages ia the United States, repre­ 
sented as a land of boundless plenty 
for all. 
The mental and physical 
grade of the immigrants now enter­ 
ing the United States is said by the 
Commissioner-General of 
Imm igra­ 
tion to be much lower than in former 
years. 


Of the immigration of 1906, the 
North Atlantic 
and North 
Central 
States received ninety per cent, of 
the total and the South four per 
cent. 
The bulk of the immigrants 
avowed their intention of locating 
permanently in the larger centres of 
population, 347,708 declaring New 
York State to be their destination, 
19S,681 asserting that they were go­ 
ing to Pennsylvania, 86,539 to Illi­ 
nois, and 73,8 63 to Massachusetts.— 
Scientific America.

‘‘On the night settled upon fo r, the 
butchery they stole upon the Tonka­ 
was in the darkness and waited for the 
moon.to rise; it was about midnight 
when the warwhoop of the ehicf was 
given, and, with uplifted tomahawks, 
they rushed into tho Tonkawa camp, 
striking down their victims as they 
sprank from the beds of leaves. 
Out 
of the entire number of Tonkawas 
but forty-two escaped. 
The Kiowas 
and Caddoes scalped their victims and 
left the bodies to be devoured by wild 
beasts and buzzards. The spot where 
the massacre took place was marked 
for many years by the skulls nnd bones 
lying around on the ground,, but they 
were later buried Jby order of the Gov­ 
ernment.”—Daily "Oklahoman,

A BABOON HERO. 


The German naturalist, Brehm, iu 
comparing the monkeys of the Old 
World with the marmosets and mon­ 
keys of the New, says that the move­ 
ments of Old World monkeys are free 
and unfettered, compared 
with 
the 
clinging and creeping of their Ameri­ 
can cousins. Their character is shown 
by their conduct in the presence of 
danger, and by the awe which they 
inspire iu hunting dogs, 
Herr Brehm 
tells this story of an adventure with 
baboons in Africa: 


“Our dogs, beautiful, slender grey­ 
hounds, accustomed to fight success­ 
fully with hjrenas and other beasts of 
prey,' 
rq?hed 
toward . the , baboons, 
which, from a distance,^looked* more 
like beasts of prey than like monkeys, 
and drove them hastily up the preci­ 
pices to right and left. 
But only the 
females took to flight; tho males turned 
to face the dogs, growling, beat the 
ground with their hands, opened their 
mouths wide, showed their giitteriug 
teeth, and looked at their adversaries 
so furiously and maliciously that the 
hounds, battle-hardened and usually 
bold, shrank back discomfited and al­ 
most timidly sought safety beside us. 


Before we had succeeded in stirring 
them up to show fight, .the position of 
the monkeys had changed considera­ 
bly, and when the dogs charged a sec-, 
ond time nearly-all the herd were in 
safety. 


But one little monkey about a year 
old had been left behind.

They Move In Opposite Directions, He 
Say*, and Doth Stream* Are Alike 
in Design and 
Development—The 
Story of V ** Evolution of Sun* Be­ 
ing Made Plain. 


Sir David Gill opened the annual 
meeting of the British Association 
with his presidential address dealing 
entirely with astronomical subjects, 
writes the London correspondent or 
the New York Sun. 
While it was 
probably the most technical and least 
popular inaugural address to whicH 
the association ever listened it con­ 
tained matters of Interest to laymen. 


Sir David announced the confirma­ 
tion of a discovery of which South 
Africa had (he first news. He said: 


“By patient and long continued la­ 
bor in the minute sifting of numerical 
results the grand discovery has been 
made that a great part of apace, so 
far as we have visible knowledge of 
it, is occupied by two majestic streams 
of stars travelling in opposite direc­ 
tions. 
Accurate, 
minute , measure­ 
ments kave given us some* certain 
knowledge as to the distances of the 
stars within a certain limited portion 
of space, and in the cryptograms of 
their spectra has been deciphered the 
amazing truth that the s ta r s .of both 
streams are alike in design, alike in 
chemical constitution * and 
alike In 
process of development. 


“Whence have come the two vast 
streams of matter out of which has 
been evolved these stars that now 
move through space in such majestic 
procession? The hundreds of millions 
of stars that comprise these streams 
—are they the sole ponderable occu­ 
pants of space? 
However vast may 
be the system to which they belong, 
that system itself is but a speck In 
illimitable space. 
May it not be but 
one of millions of such systems that 
pervade the 
infinite? 
We 
do 
not 
know. 
‘Canst thou by searching find 
out God? Canst thou find out the Al­ 
mighty unto perfection?’ ” 


Referring to the revelation of the 
spectroscope that many of the nebulae 
were merely inchoate masses of lum­ 
inous gas, Sir David said: 


“Evidence upon evidence has ac­ 
cumulated to show that such nebulae 
consist of matter out of which stars 
(that is suns) have been and are be­ 
ing evolved. 
The different types of 
star spectra form such a coaiplete 
and gradual sequence as to suggest 
that we have before us, written in the 
cryptograms of these spectra, a com­ 
plete story of the evolution of sun3 
from inchoate nebulae onward%to the 
most active sun, like our own, and 
then downward to the almost heat- 
less. invisible ball. 


“The period during which human 
life has existed on our globe is prob­ 
ably too short, even if our first par­ 
ents had begun the work, to afford 
observational proof of such a cycle 
of change in any particular star, but 
the fact of such evolution with the evi­ 
dence .before us can hardly.be doubt­ 
ed. 


“I most fully believe that when the 
modifications of terrestrial spectra un­ 
der sufficiently varied conditions of 
temperature, pressure and 
environ­ 
ment have been further studied this 
conclusion will be greatly strength- 
ened, but in this study we must have 
regard also to the spectra of the stars 
themselves. 


“The stars are the crucibles of the 
Creator. 
There we see matter under 
conditions of temperature, pressure 
and environment, the variety of which 
we cannot hope to emulate in our lab­ 
oratories, and on a scale of magnitude 
beside which the proportion of our 
greatest experiments is less than that 
of a drop to the ocean. 
The spec­ 
troscopic astronomer has to thank the 
physicist and chemist for the founda 
tion of his science, but-the time is 
coming—we can almost see it now— 
when the astronomer will repay the 
debt by wide reaching contributions 
to the very fundamenta of chemical 
science.” 


Other points that Sir David brought 
out Included a statement that even 
with the scant material available it 
now seemed certain that the sun’s 
actual velocity was between eighteen 
and twenty kilometers a second. 


Sir David appealed to the public 
and the Government for funds to en­ 
able the survey from Cape Colopy to 
Cairo to be completed so that the 
largest arc of meridian that can be 
measured on the earth’s surface might 
be drawn. 
He also appealed for the 
erection in the southern hemisphere 
of a .hugó reflecting telescope .of di­ 
mensions similar 
to 
those 
of the 
American telescope on Mount Wilson. 


He enthusiastically welcomed the 
proposal of the Carnegie Institute to 
establish a meridian observatory in 
the Southern Hemisphere, saying the 
task undertaken by such an observa­ 
tory, by the Cape conservatory and, 
if possible, by another in the Southern 
hemisphere and by three observa­ 
tories in the Northern 
Hemisphere 
would be regarded by astronomers of 
the future as the most valuable con­ 
tribution that could be made to as­ 
tronomy at the present day. 


Taken in conjunction with the as» 
trographic survey of the heavens, now 
so far advanced, it was an opportun­ 
ity that if lost could never be made 
good. It was a work that would grow 
in yalue yearly and one that would 
ever be remembered with gratitude 
by the astronomers of .the future.

•OMtfOt» HOUSE SNAKES, 


1 They Have Interesting Way* and May 
Be Trained for Pet*. 


My grandmotuer was sitting oae 
day in her armchair in front of an 
old-fashioned cupboard, when, to her 
very great surprise, a house snake , 
fell into her lap and wriggled to the 
floor. 
In some way the snake had 
found its way into the house unob­ 
served, perhaps through an open door 
or window, and had crawled to the 
top of the cupboard in search of food. 


The first name given to this reptile 
was well chosen, for it is found about 
houses and other buildings more fre­ 
quently than any other snake. 
I re­ 
member when I was a boy in the 
country to have seen several about 
the porch of the house, but they in­ 
variably made their escape, Just to 
give mother the shivers as she re­ 
called grandmother’s experience of 
long ago. 
Mother would on these oc­ 
casions declare that I let the snake 
get away on purpose, but who ever 
heard of a boy permitting a shake to 
escape if he could prevent it? 


Ophibolus 
dollatus 
trlangulun 
(Boie). is also known as the milk 
snake, although it most likely cares 
no more for milk than would any 
other thirsty ophidian; but because 
It frequents springhouses, in which 
milk is kept, to catch frogs and sala­ 
manders which 
live 
in 
these cool 
places, the owner of the milk could 
not resist the temptation to give it a 
new name. Another of its many loc' 
names 
is 
“thunder-and-lightnin 
snake,” but I cannot imagine why ' 
gentle a serpent should be so name 
It is perfectly harmless. 
Recenti 
I saw a frightened specimen bite i 
school girl, but she only laughed. Au 
uncle of mine once caught a house 
snake lying on a shelf in his store. 
Knowing its value he placed it in 
his corn-crib, where it remained all 
summer. 
It is needless to say that 
the mice quickly disappeared. 
Be­ 
sides mice and rats the house snake 
catches many crickets, grasshoppers, 
cockroaches and other insects. 
It is 
very beneficial to the farmer and 
should never be killed. 


It varies much in color but the 
markings are very distinct. 
Gray or 
silvery 
bands 
and 
reddish-brown 
blotched mark the back, while be­ 
neath it is checkered with black and 
yellowish-white, making this a hand­ 
some reptile. 
Frequently when dis­ 
turbed it set3 its short tail vibrating 
as 
many 
other 
snakes 
do 
when 
angry. 
It is an expert climber, but 
seldom climbs 
trees, 
preferring to 
creep about old houses and barns. 
On one occasion I knew of one climb­ 
ing up a small tree a few feet to a 
bird’s nest. 


Those who care to Randle reptiles 
will find the house* snake an inter­ 
esting pet. 
It sometimes reaches a 
length of four feet; specimens ordi­ 
narily, however, are less than three 
feet. 
The young are hatched from 
eggs.—From Nature and Science in 
St. Nicholas. 


METALS WHICH HARDEN STEEL. 


Fre*h Hunt by the Government for 


Special Ores. 


Those, alloys of iron which give the 
hardest .steehare produced by the ad­ 
dition of one or more of the following 
metals: nickel, chromium, maganese, 
tungsten, vanadium,* molybdenum, ti­ 
tanium, cobalt aniL uranium. 
As the 
United States produces much more 
steel than any other country in the 
world, a supply of these materials is' 
a matter of consequence in the manu­ 
facture of tools, 
armor plate 
and 
steamship shafts. According to a bul­ 
letin of the United States Geological 
Survey, the annual production of hard-* 
ening metals in this .country amounts 
to $458,327, and of this sum $393,667 
represents the output of tungsten. The 
price of tungsten, which has been In­ 
creasing for a number of years, was 
quoted at from $5 to $6 a unit (twenty 
pounds) in 1905, and at $12 a unit tn 
the spring of 1907. 
Only small quan­ 
tities are at present imported into the 
United States, as European markets 
utilize practically all th^t is produced 
in foreign localities, mostly in* Pera 
and 
Australia. 
Large 
deposits 
of 
tungsten are found in Australia, anil 
it i3 not improbable that sufficient may 
be obtained there to permit a certain 
portion of it to be shipped to the 
United States, but for the present this 
country will have to look within its 
n w n b m v jp r« f n r R o n rp p s o f sii?)I)lv. 


Tho increased demand for the steel 
hardening metals has stimulated pros­ 
pecting for the ores in the United 
States, and information 
concerning 
them is eagerly sought. So many in­ 
quiries have reached the United States 
Geological Survey that a special in­ 
vestigation of the subject has been 
planned, which has been assigned to 
Frank L. Hess. In the course of this 
work, which will extend throughout 
the summer and into the fall, Mr, Hess 
will visit South Dakota, Idaho, Colo­ 
rado, Montana, Washington, Oregon, 
California, Nevada, Utah and Arizona. 
The results of Mr. Hess's work will be 
reported in a bulletin on the steel 
hardening metal deposits other than 
manganese.

SELECTING AND COOKING FISH. 


Fish should enter iato the diet of

It is an agreeable change from meat. 


Any white fish is easily digested. To 
be "really good and wholesome fish 
should not only be strictly fresh, but 
in season. It should no more be eateu 
out of season than game, says the Bos- 
ton Traveler. 


Care should be taken also that the 


fish is mature, so that the flavor of the 
meat may be at its best. After spawn- 
ing it makes a very poor diet. The 
flesh is then soft and of a bluish color 
and after it is cooked it has not the 
fiakiuess that characterizes good fish. 
Fish must be perfectly fresh, otherwise 
serious results may follow after eat- 
ing it. It deteriorates more quickly 
tban most food and consequently the 
first essential is freshness. If it is at 
all "woolly" its flavor is gone and the 
meat is insipid.

CLEANING FEATHERS. 


Here is a process which may seem 


somewhat long and tedious, but you 
will have the consolation to know that 
you have done a good job. for this 
method \vas once awarded a prize by 
the Society of Arts. 


Prepare sufficient lime water for the 


quantity of feathers you have to eleais, 
in the following manner: Mix thor- 
oughly one pound of quick liuie in 
each gallon of water required and let 
it stand until all the undissolved lime 
is precipitated as a fine powder to the 
bottom of the tub or pan. whereupon 
pour off the clear liquor for use. 


Xow. 
having put the feathers in a 


clean tub. pour the lime water on them 
and stir them well in it until they all 
sint to the "bottom, by which time 
there should be enough lime water 
to cover them to a depth of three 
inches?. Let them stand in this three 
or four days, then take them out. draii 
them in a sieve, and afterwards wasii 
and rinse them well in clean water. 
Dry them on nets having about the 
same mesh as a cabbage net: shake 
the net occasionally and those feathers 
that are dry -will fall through. "When 
they are all dry. beat them well to get 
rid of the dust.

Oranee Punch—Boil one pound of 


sugar and one pint of -wa*er trith. the 
grnt/jtl yellow rind of one orange for 
five minutes.

"The Provence cooks." she 
says, "first blanch the mushrooms in 
boiling water, to which a teaspooaful 
of vinegar has been added.

of oil. salt, pepper and a pinch of gar- 
lic- 
Then take out the mushrooms 


and set the saucepan over the fire to 
heat the oil. "When very hot add the 
mushrooms with a little minced pars- 
ley. Toss the mushrooms while cook- 
ing, then take up, drain, squeeze over 
them the juice of a lemon and serve 
with quarters of lemon, garnishing the 
dish o* which they are served."—Xexr 
York Evening Telegram. 


Virginia Barbecued Ham—Cut raw 


bam in thin slices and soak in scald- 
ing water one-half hour. Take them 
or.t and lay them in a frying pan. Pep- 
per each slice and spread on one-fourth 
teaspoonfnl of made mustard. Fry in 
vinegar, one-half teaspoonful to each 
slice, turning often, A delicious break- 
fast dish with pork is scrappel. Take 
the head, heart and any lean scraps 
of pork and boil until the flesh slips 
from the bones. Remove all fat. gristle 
aad bones, and chop fine. When cold 
remove the fat from the surface of tie 
liquor in -which the meat was boiled 
and return to the fire. As soon as it 
boils put on the chopped meat and pep- 
per and salt to taste. Allow it to come 
to a boil again and thicken with corn- 
meal, letting the meal slip through the 
fingers slowly to prerent lumps. Cook 
an honr, stirring very often, and then 
posh back on fbe store to boll gently 
for another bow.

" I ’ll give you all you can eat and 
welcome,’’ said he, “ but you m ust 
return every seed to me, so I may 
raise new trees for grafting into my 
cider fru it.’* 


In short, his chief desire seemed 
to be to collect all the apple seeds he 
could get and plant them. 
W hen he 
had soaked out the apple pomace 
and squeezed it through this press 
for the second time, he would spend 
days going through the mass of cores 
and skins to pick out every seed. 


On the m elting snows of March 
Simpson went forth to the woods and 
fields with a large bag of apple seeds 
on his back, and sowed his savings all 
over the adjoining lands. 
The soft 
m ud of spring perm itted the seeds 
to get under the soil, whence they 
sprouted and came* up by thousands 
* M any o f ‘ the seedlings were cut 
off by scythes, when the hay was 
gathered, and many more were bit­ 
ten off by cattle out at pasture, but 
as a m ajority sprouted and came up 
again and again, and as not a few 
grew in glades of the forest or by 
roadsides, it was not long before the 
apple trees which owed their origin 
to Simpson could be counted b*' thou­ 
sands. 
And 
every 
seedling 
was 
grafted to scions of Simpson’s sweet­ 
ing as soon as it was large enough, 
so by the time the old m an died, ear­ 
ly in the days of the Civil W ar, it 
was estim ated th at he had started 
m ore than 20,000 trees in business. 


W illiam Davis, who had m arried 
one of Simpson's daughters, took up 
the business, but the Maine liquor 
law interfered with the sale of the 
Simpson cider, and then the m oun­ 
tain was sold to a New York firm, and 
a granite quarry was opened 
The 
com pany fell into financial troubles, 
and borrow ed money from Captain 
Goodwin^ a w ealthy citizen of Ean- 
gor* who later on foreclosed on his 
m ortgage and took over the property. 


F o r some reason unknow n, Cap­ 
tain Goodwin follows the policy inau­ 
gurated by Simpson, and will not sell 
an apple from his widespread orch­ 
ard. 


“ Go rig h t in, boys," says Captain 
Goodwin to all applicants who seek 
to buy apples of him. 
“E at all you 
can hold, and m ake jrourselves sick 
eating apples, if you wish to. 
Shoot 
all the squirrels you can find and 
dress them and roast them outdoors 
before an open fire, and then pile a 
lot of apples onto the coal and roast 
and eat them with the squirrels, and 
learn how good they are; b u t don’t 
ask me* to sell you an apple. 
All I 
ask is th a t when you-have eaten an 
apple, you go and drop the seeds in 
some place where they will have a 
chance to come up. 
X am going to 
save all the apples the* birds and men 
don’t e a t for feeding the squirrels 
and birds when cold w eather comes 
and the snow gets deep.“ 


Owing to the stunted and irregu­ 
lar grow th of his scattered apple 
trees, they do not yield large h a r­ 
vests, though it is estim ated th at 
Captain Goodwin donates from 1000 
to 1500 barrels of apples to the wild 
creatures th a t h au n t the m ountain 
every season.— Boston Herald,

Origin of Great Salt Lake. 


Scientists are 
interested 
in 
the 
huge salt beds recently discovered by 
the engineers who are building 
the 
W estern Pacifif Railroad from Salt 
Lake City to San Francisco. 
Eight 
miles wide and 40 miles long,4 this 
enormous 
saline 
deposit. 
presents 
much the same appearance as a polar 
ice floe. 


So closely are 
the 
salt 
crystals 
packed together that the ties for tho 
railroad are laid on the surface and 
the 150,000-pound engines pass over 
them without making any impression 
on it. 
In placing the telegraph poles 
along the line of the road it was 
found necessary to blast out the salt 
with dynamite, its rock-like hardness 
making it impossible to dig down the 
eight feet required 
to 
give 
secure 
support to the poles. 
Eight feet is 
the deepest bore which 
has 
been 
made into the deposit, and its true 
depth rom ains unknown as yet. 


Engineers who have studied the to­ 
pography of this part of the country 
are inclined to the belief that a large 
body of w ater underlies this enorm­ 
ous salt bed, and that herein lies the 
explanation 
for 
well-known 
saline 
quality of G reat Salt lake. 
The salt 
body is situated 27 feet higher than 
the lake a t the Mormon capital, and 
the slope of the land near the deposit 
is such th at if water existed there 
it would flow in the direction #f the 
lake. 


W ith this as a basis for their de­ 
ductions, the engineers who laid out 
the road have evolved the interesting 
theory that some large subterranean 
body of water is gradually dissolving 
the great salt bed from underneath 
and carrying 
it 
away 
In 
solution 
through underground channels which 
lead to the Great Salt 
Lake.—Chi­ 
cago Journal.

The fire was caused by a defective fine 


of a brick chimney in the frame annex, 
and the flames spread rapidly throughout 
the structure, soon communicating to the 
brick warehouse. -The flames were first 
discovered by a number of persons at the 
"Western Maryland railway station which 
is located near the site of the ill-fated 
buildings, and the alarm of fire was given. 


The fire company of Gettysburg re- 


sponded promptly and the firemen, assist- 
ed by warehouse and railway employees, 
soon were engaged in combatting the con- 
flagration. 


The fire reached its height about 6:30 


o'clock, when the situation became each 
tliat itteemed that tbe destructive ele- 
ment would eat its way through; to the 
central part of the town. The warehouse 
is located on Railroad street, contigeous 
. to the tracks of the Western Maryland 
-Kailroad, and hard-by the passenger and 
freight stations of the railroad. 


When the fire broke out, a brisk wind 
' -svas blowing out of the west. This drove 
the flames eastward and rows of brick 
and frame dwellings on. Railroad street, 
opposite the blaring warehouse, were in 
imminent danger of being wiped out. 


As the alarm grew among the inhabit- 


ants of the town, it was decided to call 
-for outside assistance to cope with the fire. 
'• J. \V. Eicholtz, the burgess, of Gettys- 
burg, sent telegrams to the authorities of 
York, Hanover and Hagerstown, solicit- 
ing aid, and later was in* telephone com- 
munication with the chiefs of the fire de- 
partments of these1 towns. 


From York and Hagerstown came the 


- response that engines were in readiness 
for transportation to the threatened town, 
at a moment's notice. Meantime the Get- 
tysburg firemen were working manfully 
and effectively. Three streams from the 
.engine of the Gettysburg company and 
several copious plug streams were playing 
upon the fire and the threatened property 
•in the immediate region. By the work of 
the firemen, assisted by citizens, the 
-.dwellings on Railroad street, the stables 
of the Globe and Gettysburg Hotels, the 
Gettysburg livery stables and other build- 
ings were saved, though slightly damag- 
ed. 


At 8:30 p.-in. it was seen that the fire 


•was under control and Burgess Eicholtz 
sent telegrams to the mayors of York and 
Hagerstown, informing them that the ser- 
vices of steamers were not needed. 


A representative of the Alleman Hard- 


ware.Company placed the company's loss 
at from ?30,000 to £35,000. He was una- 
ble to say -what amount of insurance there i 
was but was inclined to believe that the' 
•loss would exceed the insurance. 


The warehouse at the time the fire 


•broke out was filled with farm implements 
and machinery, baiKling and mechanics" 
supplies, wagons and carriages, paints, 
,oils, rape, twine, flour, feed, sugar, gro- 
ceries, and all kinds of commodities that 
are in constant demand by a large coun- 
try trade. 


T\vo carioaus of sugar and a carload of 


flour were unloaded at the warehouse j 
"Wednesday. This was consumed withj 
the other contents. It is estimated that j 
fifty or more carloads of Hardware and j 
merchandise have arriyed and been un- j 
loaded at the warehouse during the last 
thirty days. Much of this was in the j 
louiiding when the lire started. 


The estimated value of the buildincs 


burned is $10,000. while a conservative 
estimate on their content? is §30,000. L.

T4ie words were scarcely out 
of her mouth before the weapon •» as dis- 
charged, the shot penetrating the right 
eye-ball of Miss AVeaver and lodging at 
the rear of the brain. She sank forward 
on her knees, fell to the side and was dead 
almost instantly though there were evi- 
dences of life for a few minutes after the 
unfortunate affair happened. 


Mrs. Weikert became terribly wrought 


up immediately, being thrown into hys- 
terics. She was attended by Dr. Diehl, 
he being summoned that night. All day 
yesterday she was in a convulsive state. 
This morning she was very slightly better. 
No one is allowed in the room except the 
physician and her condition is most crit- 
ical. She is the mother of five children, 
all of whom, are very young. 


Mrs. Peter Weaver the mother of the 


dead woman, was summoned from her 
home in Fairfield and arrive here Sunday 
afternoon. She, too, is prostrat-xl with 
grief. Mrs. Weikert's heart being affect- 
ed and chances of her recovery are very 
doubtful. 


Miss Weaver was aged about 35 years.

Her merchant 
fleet is growing with great rapidity, not only in American traf­ 
fic but in the commerce off Korea, Formosa, China,. India and the 
Far Bast generally. 
Certain American optimists declare that 
Pacific will always be dominated by the United States. 
But 


it is only «the optimists who have this faith. 
Shipping meA, 
American men actually engaged in commerce with the Far East, 
know that Japan is fast assuming command in that quarter of the globe. 


If any one doubts the accuracy of this proposition, let me ask him to 
consider 'the organization of the Nippon Kisen Kaisha (Japan Steamship 
Company), which is energetically carrying the Sunrise flag half-way round 
the world. 
A group of tihe most noted bankers and -steamship men of Nippon met 
on the second day of February of this year in the Bankers* Assembly Hall 
in Tokyo. 
This was the first public meeting of the promoters of a new 
steamship company. 
At this meeting it was christened the Nippon Kisen 
Kaisha. 
A large name, 
^et the company has 'the consolation df knowing 
that amid the cheerful summer growth of mushroom enterprises since the 
war It is bigger than its name. 


The company commands the capital—no watered stock, by your leave— 
an instantly available capital of thirty million yet (15,000,000 dollars gold). 
Their financial programme sets aside ten million yen for the purchase of 
ubout one ^hundred vessels of 200,000 'tons, w’hich are, at this present moment, 
actually engaged in shipping business under the merchant flag of Nippon. 
The remainder of the sum, the twenty million yen, is to be spent on the 
construction of new ships. 
They will have speed, the improvements and 
other qualifications that would please the subsidy regulations of the country. 
This sum is also meant to cover the expenditure of establishing new lines of 
traffic.

From a copy of the company’s financial estimate w’hich is before us—a 
modern book of prophecy penned by scientific experts, and perhaps quite as 
true as any of the old-fashioned riittas—we learn that the.com/pany expects 
,an income of more than five million*eight* hundred and twenty thousand yen 
annually from freight handled by regular and established lines of -the com* 
1,884,597 yen from the freight carried by their vessels on irregular and 
special services; 213,211 yen and 25 sen from subsidies and bounties; and 
100,000 yen through miscellaneous sources.

Buried Trees Unearthed.

And the great work of this generation Is to raise it up to 
that status of the mission it has to perform; to make it for the future a trust­ 
worthy agency commanding the confidence of the (future. 
That, and that 
alone, is the sane way of meeting the conditions that confront us.

Origin qf Word “Rare. 


B y H . P e n n . 


IE following account of the origin of the universally used wrord 
“nare” for under dressed, half cooked meat is very interesting 
as accounting for and authorizing its use; nay, making that to 
be almost classical which otherwise might well be accounted 
and so looked down upon as vulgar, i. 
as pertaining literally 
to the vulgar herd. 


This word was new to me upon coming first to America. I 
determined to seek out both its derivation and application to meat W'hen but 
half roasted or underdone, as vulgarly expressed. I find then, that this word 
is frequently but corruptly pronounced as if written “rare,” while the correct 
spelling,is “rear.” But though rear (rhyming with fear/ is the true pronuncia­ 
tion, we must not suppose it to have the least affinity tor or signification of 
rear, behind. 


Botii Junius and Skinner derive this word from the Saxon word "hrere,” 
signifying 
fiuent or trembling, like the white or yolk of an egg when raw; 
hence Junius explains the phrase “reed egg*' as a trembling egg, and Skin­ 
ner imagines that this w’ord may come from the Greek word rheo, to flow, be­ 
cause uncooked eggs easily flow or move about; or hfe supposes that our word 
“rear’' and the Saxon "hrere,” may both come from the Latin "ranis/1 as 
opposed ao dense, because eggs boiled )ose their fluidity and grow thick. This 
derivation of Skinner’s, fro* ever, seems to me to be a little too far fetched. 
Whatever may have been ks origin in the Saxon, it appears to ha^e been used 
in that language for crude and unoonoooted (i. e., raw, inicooked), and from 
tiie Saxon it comes to us in that sens« and,, to fiiy opinion, ought to ibe written 
as well as praaouoced "rere."
